Treviso, July 24.—(U.P> 
A violent cy­ 
clone struck northern Italy today. One 
Vernon was reported killed and 50 in­ 
jured. 
The region hit was the 
Mondello 
zone, one of the bloodiest spots on 
the Italian battle front In the world 
w ar. 
One w om an was killed and five wo­ 
m en injured when a 50-foot sm oke­ 
stack on the Daellorto B rothers’ spin 
ning mill crashed during the storm at 
Cremona. 
The districts of Volpagon Nervisa 
and Susegna were the w orst afflicted. 
Militia, firemen and Red Cross work 
ars were sent to the scene from T ie 
viso, where the injured were brought 
Th town was badly shattered by the 
earthquake. 
Whole blocks of houses 
lay in ruins. 
Broken electric wires 
twisted through the debris 
littering 
the streets. 
The prefect said it would 
cost m any millions to rebuild 
the 
town. 
The whole population Is 
sleeping 
and living out doors, mostly 
u nder 
trees. 
I rode 50 miles to Meld! from Foggia 
through the stricken region. 
W hen I reached R appels, a town 
of about 3,000. a mile and a half from 
Melfl, I found 20 dead and 150 Injured. 
The bodies of the victims were still 
lying w ithout coffins, which were be­ 
ing made for them out of packing 
cases in a public wash house near the 
roadside. 
Graphic stories of the disaster were 
told by residents whom 
the 
corres­ 
pondent niterviewed Dr. Paolo Moles, 
of Mein, said: 
“I was playing cards in my house 
w ith friends when the shock occurred. 
It turned the card table over and the 
lights went out. 
“ I collected my family and ran into 
the street. 
All the lights of the town 
w ere out. 
“In the darkness I could see the 
figures of women and old men ru n ­ 
ning about with children 
in 
their 
arm s, haif-crazed and aimlessly with 
fear. 
They were m uttering heart 
breaking cries and lam entations." 
Atallio Feferdo, station m aster at 
Melfl, said: 
“I was sleeping in the station build 
ing when the earth began to trem ble 
and the house to rock. 
F u rn itu re 
overturned and things clattered on the 
floor. 
“I shouted to my family and herded 
them out on the platform . My next 
thought was to notify the authorities 
which I did by telegraph. 
“My brother, who is the proprietor 
of the station lunch room, cam e ru n ­ 
ning. 
He asked me about our sister 
I could hardly answer him. 
I had Just 
seen our sister’s house crash in ruins 
She and her husband were taken out 
of the ruins dead.’’

Benevento, Italy, July 24.--The full 
extent 
of 
the 
terrible 
destruction 
wrought by yesterday’s earthquake In 
emit hem Italy began to be made clear 
today. 
One million persons were estimated 
o tie homeless In the stricken region. 
The casualties could not be estim ­ 
ated 
accurately, 
hut 
approximately 
OOO dead were listed 
In 
unofficial 
counts, while the government officially 
listed 1,778 dead and 4,264 injured. 
T h e terro r of t h e homeless victims, 
for whom only rough preliminary re­ 
lief had as yet been organised was 
multiplied by the Intermittent shak­ 
ing of the earth, making them fear 
fresh disaster. 
Two new shocks were felt in this 
region at 9:15 A. M. and 1:15 P. M. 
aday. 
They were not severe, but 
st tong enough to cause already weak­ 
ened houses to collapse. 
Th<- governm ent was speeding relief 
by every possible means, but the torn 
highways, railroads and bridges made 
com munication slow. Medicines, band­ 
ages, serum s to prevent epidemics, 
food, clothing and other supplies were 
urgently needed. 
Hundreds of thousands camped out 
In the open, with nothing to shelter 
hem. 
The plight of many of the peasants, 
t o u t e d ftom their homes, was pitiable, 
the injured lacked proper care, and 
the living mourned their dead relatives 
and friends. 
Troops, sparsely stationed 
in 
the 
ruined towns to prevent looting and 
further 
casualties 
f r o m 
tottering 
walls, were scarcely 
able 
to 
keep 
fin n tic men and women from comb­ 
ing the ruins of their homes for lost 
possessions, or for the bodies of their 
lost relatives. 
Announcement that the king would 
leave his sum m er palace in the Pied­ 
mont 
t h i s evening and come to con­ 
so l e t h e sufferers by his presence was 
received with relief by authorities, as­ 
sured t hat the king’s visit would do 
much to calm the terrified populace. 
Personal representative* also will be 
sent by the pope. 
The reports that cam e In slowly dur­ 
ing the day from isolated centers, and 
the stories of refugees from stricken 
towns, increased rath er than minim­ 
ized the extent of the disaster, and in­ 
dicated th a t the casualty lists would 
grow tnt her than decrease. 
Refugees from Arlano reported that 
town of 9,000 in ruins and that the 
few houses remaining would have to 
he torn flown. 
The dead there were 
estim ated at 310. 
The cemetery was 
filled with new dead this morning from 
the entire region. 
Refugees reported deep fissures had 
opened in the earth along the Ofanto 
river.

Treviso, July 24.—<U.P)—A violent cy­ 
clone struck northern Italy today. One 
person was reported killed and 50 in­ 
jured. 
The region hit was the 
Mondello 
zone, one of the bloodiest spots on 
the Italian battle front in the world 
war. 
One wom an was killed and five wo­ 
m en injured w hen a 50-foot sm oke­ 
stack on the Daellorto B rothers’ spin­ 
ning mill crashed during the storm at 
Cremona. 
The districts of Volpagon Nervisa 
and Susegna were the worst afflicted. 
Militia, firemen and Red Cross w ork­ 
ers were sent to the scene from T re­ 
viso, where the injured were brought. 
Th town was badly shattered by the 
earthquake. 
W hole blocks of houses 
lay in ruins. 
Broken electric wires 
twisted through the debris 
littering 
the streets. 
The prefect said it would 
cost m any millions to rebuild 
the 
town. 
The whole population Is 
sleeping 
and living out doors, mostly 
under 
trees. 
I rode 50 miles to Melfti from Foggia 
through the stricken region. 
W hen I reached Rappola, a town 
of about 3,000, a mile and a half from 
Melfi, I found 20 dead and 150 injured. 
The bodies of the victims were still 
lying w ithout coffins, which were be­ 
ing made for them out of packing 
cases in a public w ash house near the 
roadside. 
Graphic stories of the disaster were 
told by residents whom 
the 
corres­ 
pondent niterviewed Dr. Paolo Moles, 
of Meld, said: 
“I was playing cards in my house 
with friends when the shock occurred. 
It turned the card table over and the 
lights went out. 
“I collected m y family and ran into 
the street. 
All the lights of the town 
were out. 
“In the darkness I could see the 
figures of women and old men ru n ­ 
ning about with children 
in 
their 
arm s, half-crazed and aimlessly with 
fear. 
They were m uttering h eart­ 
breaking cries and lam entations.” 
Atallio Feferdo, station m aster at 
Meld, said: 
“I was sleeping in the station build­ 
ing when the earth began to tremble 
and the house to rock. 
F urniture 
overturned and things clattered on the 
floor. 
“I shouted to my family and herded 
them out on the platform. My next 
thought was to notify the authorities 
which I did by telegraph. 
"My brother, who is the proprietor 
of the station lunch room, came ru n ­ 
ning. 
He asked me about our sister. 
I could hardly answ er him. 
I had just 
seen our sister's house crash in ruins. 
She and her husband were taken out 
of the ruins dead.”

wrought by yesterday’s earthquake in 
southern Italy began to be made clear 
today. 
One million persons were estim ated 
to be homeless in the stricken region. 
The casualties could not be estim ­ 
ated 
accurately, 
but 
approximately 
3,600 dead were listed 
in 
unofficial 
counts, while the government officially 
listed 1,778 dead and 4,264 injured. 
“The terror of the homeless victims, 
for whom only rough preliminary re­ 
lief had as yet been organized was 
multiplied by the interm ittent shak­ 
ing of the earth, making them fear 
fresh disaster. 
'i'wo new shocks were felt In this 
region at 9:15 A. M. and 1:15 P. M. 
today. 
They were not severe, but 
strong enough to cause already weak­ 
e n e d houses to collapse. 
The governm ent was speeding relief 
by every possible means, but the torn 
highways, railroads and bridges made 
com munication slow. Medicines, band­ 
ages, serum s to prevent epidemics, 
forrrI, clothing and other supplies were 
urgently needed. 
H undreds of thousands camped out 
In I in- open, with nothing to shelter 
I hem. 
The plight of many of the peasants, 
routed from their homes, was pitiable, 
the injured lacked proper care, and 
tile living mourned their dead relatives 
and friends.

by soldler-relief workers, digging over 
the ruins, uncovering 
the 
crushed 
bodies of hundreds, and giving them 
hasty burial in common graves. 
There is no possible 
method 
of 
cnecking the number of dead. 
Every 
public building, and with it every rec­ 
ord and tally of the inhabitants, is 
destroyed. 
The work 
of burial 
is 
necessarily fast, and identification of 
the bodies almost Impossible. 
When I arrived at Villanova-Albnn- 
ese, soldiers were bringing the d**ad 
from the upper rtrata of debris where 
they had been pinned. Scores of the 
victims were crushed beyond recogni­ 
tion. As fast as they were uncovered, 
the dead were borne on stretchers to 
the cemetery for burial. 
Even the rapid work of the soldiers 
could not keep pace with the discov­ 
ery of more and more bodies, and as 
I 
wandered 
through 
the 
desolate 
scene, hundreds of dead 
were 
still 
awaiting burial, laid out on long rows 
of stretcher* and covered with cloth. 
There was one survivor, 70-year-old 
Giovanni Altmnesi. His entire family 
of six grown children is gone. He has 
no home. There is one son yet living, 
but he is in America. Where? Albanesi 
shakes his head. 
He does not know, 
but he thinks ti is somewhere in New 
York stat.e 
That Is typical of scores and scores 
of families. 
Villenova is situated on the top of a 
peak, dominating this province. From 
its summit one has a sorowfully im­ 
pressive view, for miles In every direc­ 
tion, of the devastation and desolation. 
In many respects, the horror of the 
scenes in Villenova 
do 
not 
center 
around 
the 
burin) 
ground 
toward 
which the long stream s of stretcher 
bearers walk. They” reach their height 
in the long lines of grievously injured 
Inhabitants, 
lying 
o n 
home-made 
stretchers in torture* while they awalt 
motor trucks to take* them to Avelllno 
or Benevento for such treatment as 
can be given. 
Throughout my inspection of this 


'wrecked town, It seemed tha* not more 
than 500 persons were alive here.

"We were three thousand,’’ said a 
peasant. 
"Now all the rest are under 
I the ruins."

ruins, roofs are crushed in and walls 
have fallen. 
Those that remain stand­ 
ing lean perilously, and are cracked. 
The entire roof was tori) from the 
cathedral, and the building Is unsafe

And yet, as the sole gathering pla* <• 
in which they might hope to find ref­ 
uge, little knots of peasant 
who sur­ 
vived through some strange 
circum­ 
stance, gathered at the ruined church 
to lament their relatives, 
Here at Benevento, the postoffice Is 
completely demolished. 
A t* mpornry 
office has been set up in th* 
public 
square. The telegraph office Is a com­ 
mon table upon which telegraph in 
struments, 
strung

wires, have been fixed.

No endeavor has been ma#!*- to es­ 
timate the property damage.

ran be said is that It will amount to 
millions, but Italy is too busy rescuing 
the wounded and giving burial to til** 
dead to think in terms of physical 
property. 
In the stricken area jq t south of 
Benevento, and in Aria no ami stir 
rounding villages, the death list i i es­ 
timated at 300, with a similar toll at 
Montecalvo-frplno, half of which i

A typical tragedy wH-i pointed out 
to this c o r r e s p o n d e n t as he came upon
